The reply filed on 11 5 02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant's response to the restriction requirement has 
elected group 1. The election of species requirement stated on pages 3-4 of the previous office 
action stated that if Group I was elected, applicant would be required to elect one species of the 
anti-cancer agents recited in claim 6 Likewise, the previous office action stated that if Group 1 
was elected, applicant would be required to elect one species of the secondary immunostimulator 
agents of claim 4. Applicant has traversed these election of species requirements by admitting 
that these anticancer agents and these immunostimulators are obv ious variants of one another. 
Nevertheless the statement of the election of species requirements clearly stated that "Applicant 
is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement 
is traversed/' See page 3, lines 16-17 and page 4, lines 5-6. An election of species is required, 
in each case, in order to give the examiner one search area and or term with which to start the 
search for the embodiments of claims 4 and 6.
